Each of the references listed herein is cited in an Office Action dated November 18, 2003 in the 
corresponding Japanese application 2001-107624 filed April 5, 2001 . A copy of that Office Action is enclosed. 

However, it should be noted that the present application claims the benefit of PCT 09/998,897 filed 
December 3, 2001 and, in turn, the priority benefit under 35 USC § 1 19 of JP 200-188256 filed June 22, 2000 
and JP 2001-107624 filed April 5, 2001. Further, whereas the Japanese Examiner cited JPP '949 (JPA '156) in 
the rejection of Japanese claims 1 , 5, 7, and 8 of JPA '624, those claims are supported by JPA '256 having a 
filing date of June 22, 2000 as aforesaid. That date is earlier than the publication date of October 5, 2001 of JP 
'949. 

Since the earliest invention date of the present U.S. application, as well, should be considered June 22, 
2000, JPP '949 should not be deemed prior art against the present U.S. application.
